Temperance, and among our clergy, are 
found as many advocates of Temperance, 
in proportion to our number, as among 
the clergy of any denomination. We 
desire the entire disuse of spirituous h- 
quors among healthy persons. We have 
seen some measures taken among Tem- 
perance folks which we could not ap- 
prove; but whoever has judged from 
this, that we are enemies to the Tempe- 
rance Reform has judged falsely. 

We are accused also of being enemies 
to the conversion of sinners. That we 
are opposed to those conversions which 
are produced by the preaching of endless 
hell torments, we acknowledge, because 
the means are unscriptural and false, and 
never yet made a true christian. We 
however delight and rejoice in those con- 
versions which are produced by a sense 
of God's goodness—we delight in those 
conversions, where sinners are led to 
love God because he first loved them; 
and we are exerting ourselves, to the ut- 
most of our abilities, to produce such 
conversions. 

One thing more and I am done. Mr. 
Putnam represents us as the friends of 
slavery, as being opposed to the deliver- 
ance of those in bondage. On what 
Fg w does he make this representation? 

id he ever see a Universalist who is a 
friend to slavery? If so, he has seen 


ratak Wre'wetlia harreyoranrd Yeavtite 
poor blacks set at liberty, to enjoy the 
light of science, and the liberty of a free 
and happy government. Why ia it then 
that we are represented as the friends of 
slavery? Because, forsooth, we will not 
unite with him in his ill-digested and ab- 
surd measures, measures which are con- 
demned by very many of the wisest and 
best of his own denomination. Because 
we will not unite with him in measures 
which are arraying the south against the 
north, and threatening the overthrow of 
that union which was purchased by the 
patriotism, suffering, and blood of our 
fathers—measures which are stirring up 
the blacks to murder their masters, with 
their wives and innocent children—mea- 
sures, which if they should succeed, 
would turn the slaves upon the commu- 
nity with all their vice and ignorance, 
without means of subsistence or ability 
to gain it, or to govern themselyes—a 
condition far less tolerable than their 
present—because we will not unite in 
these measures, must we be denounced 
as the friends of slavery? So be it; for 
we consider such measures more cruel 
and wicked than even slavery itself. 

I now dismiss this subject, praying 
that I may never again have occasion to 
notice so much censoriousness, denun- 
ciation and uncharitableness, in one who 
professes to be a minister of that relig- 
ion, which breathes peace on earth and 
good willto men. Amen.

Its 
appearance by their telescope, was that of a 
dim cloud, or halo, less luminous than the 
planets. Its magnitude is such as to render | 
it visible in smaller telescopes, provided they | 
afford sufficient light.

Sim. and its declination N, 25 
deg. being a degree less than derived from 
the elements of Pontecoulant, which are giv- 
en in the Connaisance des Tems for 1833.

The dose for a sick Horse is one table-spoonful 
night and morning, mixed with a light mess of 
short feed, or made into a drench : when intended 
to keep a Horse in health, a table-spoonful once 
a week will be sufficient, and at the same time a 
table-spoonful of Salts in his food.
